By the election of Honorable Francis G. Newlands the State of Nevada 


has, for the first time in its history, chosen a United States Senator strictly 
on merit. This election is in the nature of a promotion for public service 
faithfully and efficiently rendered, and U is the only instance in which Ne- 
vada has advanced a member of the House of Representatives to a seat 
in the United States Senate. 


In making his campaign Mr. Newlands stood squarely and openly upon

Among the Republicans are Payne, Grosvenor and 


Dalzell, while the Democratic membership, besides Newlands, includes such 
men as Richardson and Swanson. 


The strength of our new Senator consists in what may be termed his 


"constructive statesmanship." 
Almost anyone can criticize and find fault 


with the measures framed by other men, but it takes a higher order of in- 
tellect to formulate legislation. In this latter work Mr. Newlands' abilities 
are almost universally admitted by his colleagues in the House. There can 
be no doubt that this character of ability will tell powerfully in his favor 
as a member of the Senate.

•WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 27.— 


The acceptance by Congress of 
the 


principle of federal aid to the con- 
struction of Irrigation works in 
the 


Western States has given a great im- 
petus to every industry In that sec- 
tion of the country. 
The people of 


.the eastern States are just beginning 
to realize the opportunities offered 
in the territory to be opened up. 
As 


the proposition develops, a tide of 
Immigration will inevitably set in and 
this region will become one of the 
most populous and prosperous in the 
country. 
With large areas of re- 


claimable land, Nevada especially will 
be benefited by the measure. 


The actual work of surveying, lo- 


cating and constructing reservoirs and 
other Irrigation works will be done 
by the Geological Survey. 
Jn order 


to obtain a better understanding of 
the present extent of irrigation, the 
location of the areas irrigated, and to 
gain other Information useful in this 
work, the Fifty-Seventh Congress au- 
thorized the Director of the Census to 
bring down to date the Irrigation stat- 
istics obtained in 1900 by that office 
Letters of inquiry and schedules are 
now being sent out to secure the nec- 
essary information. 
All interested in 


Irrigation should answer as fully and 
as promptly as possible any inquiries 
they may receive so that the merits 
of the country may become known. 
Irrigators who do not receive blanks 
within a reasonable time should notify 
the Census Office at Washington and 
they will be supplied. 


It is interesting to note in this con- 


nection how much it will mean to the 


• country at large to have the arid lands 
of the West reclaimed. 
. 
According to 'the census of 1900 the 


total improved 
farm 
area 
of 
the 


. United States was 414,800,000 acres. 


It is conservatively estimated that the 
reclaimable area is not less than 50,- 
000,000 acres. 
Its reclamation, there- 


fore, will add nearly one-eighth to the 
actual crop producing area of 
the 


country and will exceed by a liberal 
States, excepting New York, on 
the 


margin the tillable land of all the 
Atlantic coast from Maine to Florida. 
Allowing 40 acres, the average size of 
irrigated farms, this area will make 


,250,000 farrrts, or a little less than 
me-fourth the number in the United 
States in 1900. The occupants of these 
•arms will add directly to the popula- 
tion 6,250,000, and indirectly, in 
the 


accompanying mercantile, profession- 
al, 
manufacturing 
and 
industrial 


classes at least 3,125,000 more, a to- 
tal increase in the population of the 
United States of 9,375,000, or nearly 
twelve and one-half per cent. 


The total value of all the farms in 


1900, 
including all improvements ex- 


cept buildings, was $13,115,000,000. At 
$42.50 per acre, the average value of 
irrigated land, the 50,000,000 acres to 
be reclaimed will add to the value 
of farm land $1,250,000,000. 
If build- 


ings are included, the value will be in- 
creased $775,000,000, while the aug- 
mented wealth through railroads, cit- 
ies, mills and factories, is beyond es- 
timation . 


The annual value of all the farm 


products in 1900 was $4,379,000,000. 
Tne average value per acre of prod- 
ucts of Irrigated lands was $14.81. At 
thisr ate the area to be reclaimed will 
add products worth $740,500,000, an 
addition of nearly one-sixth of the 
life sustaining powers of the country. 


The number of irrigating ditches 


and canals in operation in the United 
States exceeds 20,000, and their com- 
bined length is not less than 50,000 
miles. If joined end to end they would 
reach twice around the world. Form- 
ed into one they would constitute a 
navigable canal, such 
as 
the Erie, 


thirty feet wide and five feet deep, 
extending from San Francisco to New 
York, a distance of over 3000 miles. 


The figures of the last census show 


that the works required to Irrigate 
7,263.273 acres cost $64,289,601, an av- 
erage of $8.85 per acre. At this rate 
the expenditure required to reclaim 
the area proposed would be at least 
$450,000,000. 
After the government 


has performed its part there will be 
no delay by the farmers in carrying 
on the work. 
While the initial ex- 


pense is enormous, it is not compar- 
able with the value of the crops which 
will be grown on the lands reclaimed. 
The total cost of all the 
irrigation 


works in use in the country' Is only 
three-fourths the value of the crops 
produced each year on irrigated lands.

& McPhail's undertaking parlors In 
Reno, Washoe county, _ Nevada, Jan- 
uary 27th, to inquire into the death of 
George H. Lyons, who was 
found1 


dead on the 25th of January, 1903, in 
a cabin situated in the rear of the 
Arcade hotel, Reno Nevada, after be- 
ing duly sworn according to law, and 
having made such inquisition filter 
inspecting the body and hearing all 
the testimony adduced upon pur oaths, 
do say the deceased was named Geo. 
Lyons. That he was a native of Cali- 
fornia, city of Sacramento. 
That he 


was aged about forty years and that 
he came to his death on January 25, 
1903, 
by natural causes.

HE theory of public ownership of public utilities and 


necessities has made more progress this winter, 


because of the peculiar conditions, than it has made for ten 
years before. The insertion In their platform by the New 
York Democrats of a demand for government ownership 
of coal mines was a. marked evidence of this, for party 
platforms are not supposed to be made to lose votes. The 
newest evidencte is the resolution introduced in the House 
calling for a complete investtggation of the power of Con- 
gress to take the coal mines for .the ggovernment, and 
whether or not there exists any necessity for doing so. 
It would not have been very surprising for such a resolu- 
tion to have been introduced at any time within the last 
ten years, but the introducer would have been regarded 
as a crank. vBut this resolution is introduced by the chair- 
man of the Judiciary committee, a member of the party 
now in power and responsible for legislation.
